Man badly 
hurt after 
incident 


A MAN has appeared in 
court after an incident in 
Newmarket which left a sec¬ 
ond man with serious head 
injuries. 

Peter Crotty, of Nimbus 
Way, Newmarket, appeared 
at Bury Magistrates’ Court 
yesterday charged with 
grievous bodily harm. 

Crotty was arrested after 
an incident on High Street, 
Newmarket, on the evening 
of Saturday, December 29. 

Police were called at 
about 9.55pm after a man 
was found with head in¬ 
juries after falling to the 
ground in High Street, close 
to the junction with The Av¬ 
enue. 

The ambulance service 
and Suffolk Accident Res¬ 
cue Service (SARS) attended

the incident. 

A spokesperson for the 
East of England Ambu¬ 
lance service said: “We were 
called at 9.54pm to reports 
that a man had collapsed. 
We sent a rapid response 
vehicle, an ambulance and 
a critical care team. He was 
in a very poorly way and 
was taken to Addenbrooke’s 
for further care.” 

SARS administered emer¬ 
gency anaesthetic to the 
victim, who was in his 50s, 
before he was taken to hos¬ 
pital. 

The victim was said to be 
in a “critical but stable con¬ 
dition” by police. 

Crotty did not enter a plea 


and the case was sent to Ip¬ 
swich Crown Court to be 
heard on January 8. 

The 33-year-old was re¬ 
leased on bail with a “door¬ 
step curfew” between 10pm 
and 7 am. 

Conditions also state he 
cannot contact prosecution 
witnesses and cannot go to 
Aura nightclub in Newmar¬ 
ket. 

Police are continuing to 
appeal for witnesses to the 
incident and would like to 
hear from anyone who was 
in the area at the time, or 
anyone who saw the man 
fall.

nounced Ms Copsey will be 
given a BEM for her work, 
which has also been com¬ 
mended by Suffolk police. 

She told the News : “It is a 
huge surprise. It’s a Chris¬ 
tian initiative and I original¬ 
ly got involved through the 
church. 

“It’s not a dangerous thing 
to do. We have radios we can 


use if we have a problem - 
and while we’re out we have 
a prayer team praying for 
us.” 

Also honoured was New¬ 
market’s Keith Paterson, 
who has pioneered a help 
system for older people try¬ 
ing to learn about new tech¬ 
nology and the internet. 

Described as “a true trail- 
blazer in the field of bringing 
information technology to 
elderly people”, he created a 
website in 1999, silverhairs.

Midnight 
dispute at 
memorial 

A CRIME scene was set up 
next to Newmarket war 
memorial after a suspected 
robbery on December 19. 

Witnesses reported 
seeing a man in a hoodie 
covered in blood in the war 
memorial gardens, near the 
Clock Tower, before officers 
in about three police cars 
arrived. A forensic team was 
also at the scene. 

But it appears the dispute, 
which happened at about 
midnight, flared up over a 
theft that never happened. 

A Suffolk police 
spokesman said they were 
satisfied that no theft had 
taken place and added no 
arrests had been made. 

He said police tape 
was put up around the 
bandstand in the park after 
they were called at about 
11.45pm. 

He said: "It was initially 
thought that a robbery or 
some sort of theft may have 
taken place and the area was 
treated as a crime scene. 

"Someone had lost some 
property and I think people 
had been drinking and they 
did not communicate clearly 
and it got out of hand. There 
was a disagreement." 


Racist graffiti 
sparks anger

RACIST graffiti has been 
painted on buildings in an 
area of Newmarket. 

A resident of Studlands 
Park, who did not wish to be 
named, reported the graf¬ 
fiti to Forest Heath District 
Council. 

He said he was cycling 
along the Yellow Brick Road 
in Newmarket on December 
23 when he spotted numer¬ 
ous racist slurs sprayed in 
the area. 

The offensive graffiti in¬ 
cludes a swastika, the letters 
“EDL” and “no to Islam”, the 
resident said. 

He said: “I was shocked 
that at a time of year usu¬ 
ally associated with goodwill 
and cheer that slogans were 
put up. 

“I am a British born white 
Christian and my heart 
bleeds to see such intoler¬ 
ance of others and other 
faiths. 

“I think if we’re prepared 
to keep seeing that kind of 
thing it says that we will tol¬ 
erate it to some extent. 

“But we should not be tol-

erating it, we should all be 
up in arms about it.” 

He reported the graf¬ 
fiti to the district council on 
Christmas Eve. 

The council’s policy on 
removing graffiti states that 
it is the responsibility of 
the owner if it is on private 
property. 

However, a council 
spokesperson said: “This 
criminal and distressing be¬ 
haviour is a blight on public 
and private property alike. 

“It is an insult to our com¬ 
munities, a charge on the 
public purse, and an ex¬ 
pense for householders. 

“In cases of offensive graf¬ 
fiti such as this, the council 
has worked with house¬ 
holders to remove it from 
private property at no cost, 


although completely remov¬ 
ing graffiti from brickwork is 
difficult. 

“In addition the council 
has also been liaising with 
social landlords and other 
public bodies to get offen¬ 
sive graffiti removed from 
their properties as quickly as 
possible.” 

The spokesperson added 
that racist graffiti should 
also be reported to the po¬ 
lice. 

A police spokesman said 
the graffiti had not been re¬ 
ported to them but they had 
had a report of “offensive 
graffiti” sprayed on the path 
back in November.

Residents call for 
action on burglary 


RESIDENTS of Burwell have said 
they are considering “vigilante 
action” after a number of burgla¬ 
ries in their area.

attempted break-ins during day¬ 
light and the evening, some at¬ 
tempts brazenly while the home- 
owners were at home. 

“The situation has got so bad 
that the Burwell Facebook page 
is seeing talk of vigilante action, 
threats of violence if anyone is 
caught, and, thankfully, concern 
about the impact all the burgla¬ 
ries are having on the elderly.” 

But Chief Inspector Donna 
Wass said police were investigat¬ 
ing. She said: “Residents can be 
assured tactics are being pursued 
and that we will continue to do so 
until the offenders are caught. 

“We continue to pursue lines 


of enquiry, trace and visit known 
burglars to gather intelligence 
and with the assistance of volun¬ 
teers actively track second-hand 
markets to trace stolen property. 

“We are grateful for all reports 
of suspicious vehicles from the 
community. One report has led 
us to a potential offender and a 
joint policing approach with Suf¬ 
folk and Norfolk Constabularies. 

“We followup every piece of in¬ 
formation and ask that residents 
record number plates, descrip¬ 
tions of occupants and time and 
place seen.”

A labour of love 


Handcrafted in his 
Chippenham workshop, 
Terry Cross' beautiful 
wooden rocking horses 
are a thing of wonder. 
Words by Lydia Fallon 


IT seemed fitting that as I turned up 
at Terry Cross’s Chippenham home a 
horse and rider trotted by. I was, af¬ 
ter all, just minutes away from New¬ 
market, the birthplace of thorough¬ 
bred horse racing, and a town where 
these majestic animals are revered 
above any other. 

It’s something which proves rather 
useful to Terry, owner of the New¬ 
market Rocking Horse Company, 
when it comes to research. 

“Living in an area where we are 
surrounded by horses I have the op¬ 
portunity to really study what they 
look like,” the 57-year-old explains. 
“When I’m carving the faces, which 
is the most fantastic part, I want to 
get real character in them; so I walk 
around the paddocks and think 
‘They’ve got that little bit there, and 
that curve there, and their skin’s like 
that...’ 

“Occasionally you get rocking 
horses where the faces look very 
angular or angry, and I don’t want 
mine to look that -1 want them to be 
friendly looking,” he adds. 

It has clearly worked. There’s no 
doubt Terry’s handcrafted rocking 
horses are breathtakingly beautiful. 
From the glossy manes and muscu¬ 
lar outlines to their kind, handsome 
faces; he’s truly captured the essence 
of the animal. 

And, just like real horses, Terry’s 
creations are made to be ridden. 
“They are meant to be played with,” 
he says. “The dad of a young girl who 
had one for Christmas last year told 
me she rides and races him every 
day, and of course she wins every 
time! That’s really lovely to hear.” 



The first seeds of the Newmarket 
Rocking Horse Company were sown 
a few years back, when a friend 
asked Terry if he’d help restore an old 
rocking horse. 

“This rocking horse was in a ter¬ 
rible, terrible state, so I stripped it 
back, repaired it and painted it,” he 
explains. “It was a beautiful thing 
and I really loved working on it. 

“I’ve always loved animals and my 
grandfather, interestingly enough, 
was in charge of the horses on the 
front line in World War One; he was 
really attached to them, and I think 
that’s why I’ve always felt the same.” 

A photographer by trade, Terry was 
working at Mildenhall Industrial Es¬ 
tate at the time, but the restoration 
project got him thinking. “It made 
me realise I really wanted to make 
one from scratch. I’ve always done 
a lot of woodwork, but despite being 
good with wood and good with my 
hands, I didn’t think I would be very 
good at carving the horse’s head and 
body shape.” 

He signed up to a weekend course 
at a rocking horse shop in York, and 
was pleasantly surprised at just how 
quickly he took to it. “I absolutely 
loved it. I found I had no trouble at 
all, and I came home with the most

fantastic looking head, which I 
couldn’t believe I’d actually carved,” 
Terry grins. 

It wasn’t long after he returned 
from York that Terry was made re¬ 
dundant, and at this point his life 
took a very different course. 

“I had an offer of a job somewhere 
else. And I just thought ‘No, I really 
want to build rocking horses’,” he 
recalls. “I’d been fed up with the job 
for a long time and I think it pushed 
me to do something I really enjoyed. 
I don’t know if I’d have made the 
break otherwise. 

“It’s the best job in the world, I just 
love it,” Terry smiles. 

It’s painstaking work, but, in his 
workshop, with just the horse, Clas¬ 
sic FM and a chisel for company, is 
one of Terry’s favourite places to be. 

And recently, he’s been in there an 
awful lot, with a steady stream of or¬ 
ders for Christmas. 

I have to ask: does he have a fa¬ 
vourite? Or is that like picking your 
favourite child? “I think Quaver’s 
my favourite, because he started it 
all,” Terry smiles. “You’re gorgeous, 
aren’t you? Lovely boy. After I made 
him I’d look at him in my workshop, 
and think ‘Did I really make that?’ I 
couldn’t quite believe it...”

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Headline stories of 2014 


NATALIE ROBINSON takes a look at 
some of the main stories that made the 
headlines during the year

JANUARY 

■ Councillors proposed a late- 
night levy for pubs and clubs to pay 
for an SOS bus - meaning police 
could get on with policing work 
rather than social aspects. 

■ The Newmarket Vision group 
held its first meeting to look at ways 
of improving the town over the next 
20 years. Cllr Lisa Chambers said it 
was an “exciting opportunity”. 

■ A date was set for an inquiry 
into plans for a supermarket on the 
Queensbury Lodge site. Applicant 
Bill Gredley said the supermarket 
would not have a “significant ad¬ 
verse impact on the town centre’s 
overall vitality and viability”. 

■ Work began on the National 
Heritage Centre for Horseracing 
and Sporting Art. £15 million was 
earmarked for the centre, built on 
land near Palace House. Cllr War¬ 
wick Hirst said the centre had gone 
“from a dream to a drawing and 
then full-scale project”. 

■ Frankel’s first foal was born 
on January 11. William Hill quoted 
punters 50/1 odds on the foal win¬ 
ning the 2,000 Guineas at Newmar¬ 
ket. 


FEBRUARY 

■ Work began on a new fire sta¬ 
tion in Burwell. Sir Peter Brown, 
chairman of the Cambridgeshire 
Fire Authority, said it would make 
a “significant improvement” to cur¬ 
rent facilities. 

■ There was plenty of excite¬ 
ment when it was announced that 
the Queen’s baton would be carried 
through Newmarket on its way to 
the Commonwealth Games in Glas¬ 
gow. 

■ Forest Heath District Council 
(FHDC) was threatened with a judi¬ 
cial review in a letter from solicitors 
acting for Unex. Council members 
decided there were not “sufficient 
grounds for judicial review” and 
reaffirmed that they would issue 
consent for the Tesco store. 

■ Councillors also raised their 
concerns over Hatchfield Farm. Cllr 
Lisa Chambers said there were not 
enough primary school places for 
the development. But a spokes¬ 
woman for Lord Derby said the 
council should use the former St 
Felix Middle School site. 

■ An 89-year-old woman was at¬ 
tacked in her home by masked men. 


Connie Hallford was attacked by 
three masked men as they searched 
the house for money. Connie said 
she would “never forgive” her at¬ 
tackers. She told the News : “I told 
them to clear off. I was frightened, 
but we’re brave people in this coun¬ 
try.” Local councillor John Gentle 
said the attack was “heartbreaking”. 

■ The public inquiry was held 
into the plans for a supermarket on 
the Queensbury Lodge site. 

MARCH 

■ A collection of Lowry paint¬ 
ings tipped to make more than £15 
million were up for auction, after 
previously hanging on the walls on 


Tony Thompson’s home in Six Mile 
Bottom. 

■ At the inquiry into supermar¬ 
ket plans for Queensbury Lodge, 
members were told they would be a 
“nail in the coffin for racing”. 

APRIL 

■ Newmarket College was told it 
was making “reasonable progress” 
to leave special measures. 

■ Tributes were paid to jockey 
Sharron Murgatroyd who died on 
March 25, aged 54. Sharron was 
“hooked on horses”, with her moth¬ 
er Thelma describing her as having 
“racing in her blood”. 

■ An appeal for plans to build 


a supermarket on the Queensbury 
Lodge site on Newmarket High 
Street was dismissed. The decision 
was welcomed by many. 

■ Andrew Taylor, a former chef 
from Newmarket, told of his ter¬ 
ror when, while taking part in the 
round-the-world clipper race, he 
fell into the freezing Pacific Ocean, 
smacking into the boat’s rudder and 
getting lost in the ocean for 90 min¬ 
utes. Andrew said the experience 
was “horrible” but found himself 
worrying that he’d not yet sent his 
mother a message for her birthday. 

■ Forest Heath District Council 
said that it would be considering 
“enforcement measures” to im¬ 
prove the Queensbury Lodge site if 
attempts to engage with developers 
failed. Newmarket Town Council 
agreed. 

MAY 

■ A Designated Public Place 
Order (DPPO) was announced for 
Newmarket. The order meant that 
police and PCSOs would be able 
to stop people drinking in a public 
place and also have the power to 
seize their alcohol. 

■ Councillors began discussing 
December’s Winter Wonderland. 
Cllr Peter Hulbert said the event 
would “put Newmarket on the 
map”. 

JUNE 

■ A drugs factory worth £6 mil¬ 
lion was discovered in Soham. 
12,000 cannabis plants were found 
in a warehouse after two police of¬ 
ficers detected a strong smell of 
cannabis. 

■ Ron Wallwork welcomed the 
Queen’s baton to Newmarket at the 
Rowley Mile racecourse ahead of

the Commonwealth Games. Thou¬ 
sands gathered at the racecourse 
as children from local schools per¬ 
formed their own relays and Ryan 
Moore, who rode the Queen’s horse 
to victory at Royal Ascot, took the 
baton down the Rowley Mile. 

■ Another cannabis farm was 
also discovered by police in Soham. 
This time there were 300 plants. 

■ Councillors heard from Hatch- 
field Farm developers for the final 
time before making a decision. 
Concerns continued to be raised 
about education and roads. 

■ Frankel’s first foal and his mum 
sold for £1.15 million at a special 
auction at Kensington Palace. 

JULY 

■ Residents joined a three-day 
hunt to find and catch sick cat Sar¬ 
dine. The stray ventured into a resi¬ 
dent’s garden with a rotting flesh 
wound. When word spread, 15 
residents hunted for the cat, coax¬ 
ing him into his cage using sardines 
and raising more than £270 for his 
treatment. 

■ Despite protests from the 
horseracing industry, plans for 400 
homes on Hatchfield Farm were ap¬ 
proved - but called in by the secre¬ 
tary of state just days later. 

■ Legends of the racing scene 
were made immortal as part of the 
first Legends of the Turf unveiling. 
Frankel, Hyperion, Fred Archer, 
Lester Piggott, Sir John Astley and 
Sir Henry Cecil were all recognised. 

■ The grounds of All Saints 
Church in Newmarket were the 
focus of a crackdown by police af¬ 
ter anti-social behaviour. Simon 
Bentley, director of the church, 
said there was “constant use of bad 
language”, consumption of alcohol, 


and items being thrown. 

AUGUST 

■ Another cannabis farm was 
found in Newmarket. Up to 90 
plants were discovered on an in¬ 
dustrial estate off Exning Road. A 
55-year-old m an was arrested on 
suspicion of producing cannabis. 

■ More coins which were found 
in Mildenhall were declared part of 
the Mildenhall Treasure haul. The 
coins were discovered by Steve and 
Nick Foster in December 2013. 

■ Businesses on Newmarket 
High Street were told they needed 
to smarten up their act as the coun¬ 
cil worked to crack down on A- 
boards and intrusive shop fronts. 
While many agreed with the pro¬ 
posals, other business owners said 
it was going “too far” for Newmar¬ 
ket. The shop front policy is cur¬ 


rently out for consultation in New¬ 
market until early January. 

■ “Town centre eyesore” Queens- 
bury Lodge was once again in the 
public eye with FHDC saying it- 
would be subject to a Compulsory 
Purchase Order (CPO) if negotia¬ 
tions failed. 

SEPTEMBER 

■ Tributes were paid to former 
town councillor Maureen Hills who 
died aged 75. Maureen was remem¬ 
bered for her work at the National 
Horseracing Museum and making 
sure horses were kept safe in the 
town. Derek Thompson, racing pre¬ 
senter, said she was a “wonderful, 
vivacious and resilient lady”. 

■ Plans were posted in an empty 
shop window unveiling an image 
of a proposed care home on the 
Queensbury Lodge site. Unex own¬ 


er Bill Gredley said they had always 
wanted to put a care home there 
and hoped “these are the plans that 
go through”. 

■ The new Racing Centre, for¬ 
merly The New Astley Club, was 
opened offering new facilities in¬ 
cluding a state-of-the-art gym. The 
centre also provided a base for 
the National Association of Stable 
Staff, the Racing Chaplin and the 
Injured Jockeys Fund Almoners, as 
well as Racing Welfare officers. 

■ A hero was remembered at last 
by Newmarket residents as the me¬ 
morial to Bill Tutte was unveiled. 

The legendary code breaker’s me¬ 
morial stands on Rutland Hill. 

■ Racing greats opened their 
yards to visitors for the third annu¬ 
al Newmarket Open Day. 28 yards 
around the town were opened to 
the public - including Lady Cecil’s 
Warren Place which opened to the 
public for the first time in 15 years. 
OCTOBER 

■ Residents joined together to 
fight against a renewal of Heaven 
Gentlemen’s club licensing applica¬ 
tion. Newmarket Town Council had 
also objected to the renewal. 
NOVEMBER 

■ Burwell found itself hosting an 
illegal rave with more than 1,000 
partygoers descending on the vil¬ 
lage. They also caused a bomb scare 
in the village, with residents evacu¬ 
ated from their homes. 

■ A heated licensing committee 
ended in the hearing for Heaven 
Gentlemen’s Club being adjourned 
after Newmarket Town Council at¬ 
tended with a licensing lawyer. Ja¬ 
son Newell, of Heaven Gentlemen’s 
Club, said it was “no longer a level 
playing field” and accused the town 


council of being “underhanded 
with bullish tactics”. 

■ Newmarket’s nightclub De 
Niro’s was sold. 

■ Frankel jockey Tom Queally 
was convicted of drink driving af¬ 
ter claiming he was “sleep walking” 
when he was behind the wheel. But 
District Judge Bridget Knight said it 
was not a defence and disqualified 
him from driving for 22 months, 
fined him £1,350, ordered him to 
pay a victim surcharge of £120, and 
prosecution costs of £3,500. 

■ Twenty one skeletons of An¬ 
glo Saxons were found during 
an archaeological dig in Exning. 
The skeletons were found at Bur- 
well Road, alongside a number of 
brooches, spears, and tableware. 
Further work will be carried out to 
ensure all finds are identified. 
DECEMBER 

■ The racing community re¬ 
membered popular stable lad Jason 
Wellings after the 42-year-old suf¬ 
fered a fatal heart attack while on 
the gallops. Jason worked for James 
Fanshaw, who said Jason was “the 
most likeable member of staff” and 
“very popular” in Newmarket. 

■ Children’s cancer doctor Myles 
Bradbury, of Herringswell, was sen¬ 
tenced to 22 years in prison after 
admitting abusing 18 “gravely ill” 
boys in his care. 

■ Tattersalls showcased their 
first crop of Frankel foals in the 
sales - but despite their popular¬ 
ity elsewhere, the horses failed to 
shine. The first foal failed to reach 
its reserve price and was later 
bought privately for 150,000 guin¬ 
eas. The second sold for 350,000 
guineas and the last for 200,000 
guineas.

A WOMAN who fell off her bike, flying over 
the handlebars and ending up in hospital, 
is trying to find the Good Samaritan who 
helped her.

Yvonne added: “I 
started to think about what happened and 
how fortunate I was that someone phoned 
for an ambulance and had been kind 
enough to let me know where my bike was. 

“They could have taken it. I also had

quite a lot of money in my purse which 
they could have taken but they didn’t.” 

Yvonne decided she wanted to thank the 
people who had helped her and decided 
the first place to go would be to the house 
the bike was locked up at. When she ar¬ 
rived, the house was empty and neighbours 
said they’d recently moved. Yvonne is now 
appealing for the people who helped her to 
come forward so she can say thank you. 

“When a Good Samaritan treats some¬ 
one with such good will and kindness then 
they need to be recognised,” Yvonne said. 
“I feel they should be thanked for the good 
they’ve done.” 

She added: “They proved that the good 
outweighs the bad. The world is full of un¬ 
pleasant things but they bring out the best 
in it.”

Your Guide to Moving Home 

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


d Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

d Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service?

d Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

d Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

d Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

d Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence. 

d Children - Look into the possibility of your 
children, especially young children, staying with 
family or friends on the day of the move. 

d Pets Make arrangements for any pets to be 
booked into a cattery or kennels if required. Having 
your pets microchipped is a good idea and if 
already microchipped, have the address changed 
to your new one. Your vet can advise on this.

The research found that the impact of guerrilla 
gardening on communities was mixed. 

"A small number were negative. They weren't 
consulted. They felt aggrieved that it was being 
done on land adjacent to their property. But the 
majority were very supportive. They could see the

change being positive, the land being used, being 
looked after a bit more." 

There are some areas where guerrilla gardening 
has really taken root and inspired and brought 
together the community, such as Todmorden, in 
Calderdale, West Yorkshire. 

"A small-scale guerrilla gardening movement 
was looking to make prettier what was a small 
industrial town. That grabbed everybody's 
consciousness and the movement took off, legal 
sites were found and it's really at the forefront 
of a legal urban agriculture movement which 
now comes under the label 'Incredible edible 
Todmorden'. 

"It's made a significant difference, particularly 
in summer when the plants and the crops are 
much more visible. The place is greener, more 
interesting and is helping a lot in building 
a community response as to what sort of 
opportunity we can make of derelict patches of 
land. 

"When the council found it was a positive thing 
rather than purely a case of illegal trespass, they 
got behind it."

HOW would you feel if a piece of disused land or 
a neglected urban space, such as a grass verge or 
roundabout, was suddenly made into a productive 
veg patch or pretty flower field? 

Well, on the surface it might seem a no-brainer, 
but according to a recent study by university 
professor Peter Larkham, not everyone takes 
kindly to guerrilla gardeners 
cultivating land that they often 
do not have the legal right to 
use. 

Professor Larkham has 
now written a book, Informal 
Urban Agriculture: The Secret 
Lives Of Guerrilla Gardeners 
(www.springer.com), in 
collaboration with his former 
PhD student Mike Hardman, 
in which they interview and 
observe groups of guerrilla 
gardeners in the Midlands, 
where a lively community has formed in recent 
years. 

Professor Larkham, associate head of 
Birmingham City University's School of the Built 
Environment, says: "Guerrilla gardening is an 
international phenomenon. Those involved take 
part for a number of reasons, from brightening 
up their neighbourhoods to using gardening as a

form of political protest. 

"The land they are targeting is quite varied. 

It seem to range from traffic roundabouts and 
roadside grass verges to bits of land that one 
planner once called SLOP - Space Left Over after 
Planning - to derelict sites, unused patches of land 
which are clearly in somebody's ownership but 

aren't in any sort of productive 
use. 

"In the book, we particularly 
focus on the guerrilla 
gardeners who plant edible 
crops, investigating the reasons 
why they get involved - for 
some, it is more 'naughtiness' 
than the wider public health 
benefits that could result." 

He says it is not known 
how many guerrilla gardeners 
there are in this country - or 
how much land they cultivate 
- partly because the practice is illegal and partly 
because land ownership is so fragmented. But 
it has changed as social media has enabled 
individuals to link together to form small groups. 

The reaction of landowners to these guerrilla 
gardeners is usually negative, he observes. 

"They don't like their land being interfered with.

Landy's 360 degree view 


JAGUAR Land Rover has 
launched a research project to 
develop clever new tech that 
will offer drivers a 360-degree 
view out of their vehicle, 
uninterrupted by windscreen 
pillars. 

According to the firm, a 
screen would be embedded 
in the surface of each pillar 
inside the car and would take 
a live video feed from cameras 
covering the angles outside 
the car usually obscured in the 
blind spots. 

Pedestrians, cyclists and 
other vehicles would be visible 
all around the car. And by 
combining the transparent 
pillars with a heads-up 
display, the movement of 
other road users could be 
highlighted to the driver with 
an on-screen 'halo' moving 
across the car's virtual 
windscreen. 

When the driver indicates 
to change direction, when 


they move their head to look 
over their shoulder during an 
overtake manoeuvre, or as the 
vehicle approaches a junction, 
the system would automatically 
make the left or right-hand 
side pillars transparent. 

Commenting on the 
technology, Dr Wolfgang 
Epple, director of research 
and technology, Jaguar Land 
Rover, said: "Our ultimate aim 
is to reduce road accidents 
and enhance the urban 
driving experience.

The £29,995 Dalbury E is 
a zero-emissions electric 
campervan built by British 
converter, Hillside Feisure, 
on a Nissan base.

“We created plenty of opportunities, 
but we couldn’t connect with crosses 
and we tried to shoot from too far out, 
so some of our decision-making let us 
down at times,” said Mildenhall boss 
Dean Greygoose.
